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Regarding the rejection of Claims 5 and 8, tlie binder of Johnson reads on the claimed binder system. The limitation that the binder 
system is for producing iron ore agglomerates is intended use. Regarding the rejection of Claims 1 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over 
Cobett, according to MPEP § 2141 .03, a prior art reference must be considered in its entirety, i.e. as a whole, including portions that would 
lead away from the claimed invention. Regarding the rejection of Claims 1 , 3, 4 and 9, applicant provided an example of 0.08% in the 
specification (page 11, line 15 to page 12, line 2). This example is grouped together with other examples as having desirable properties. 
Regarding the assertion that the examiner did not consider applicant's applicant's arguments, the examiner refers applicant to pages 4 and 
5 of the office action mailed 1/13/2009 for Johnson, Cobett and Field. 
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
